dered, is of small dimensions ; Lut the future 
is distinctly bright, if the reattlts to ho ex. 
pected from the « coining ailways are caleu- 
Inted, Tho Chinese, from highest to lowest, 
aro traders by instinet, and aro prompt to 
tuke advantage of every opportunity of pro- 
fit. To form an idea of that Prospects are, 
it is fair to make a comparison with Indin. 
The srcas of the two Empircs are ahuost 
identical, and their products very similor, 
But China hns a Inrger, a more industrious, 
and more. intelligent population ; while on 
the whole, the country is probably more 
fertilo and possesses greater mineral re- 
sources. In the former country, trade ia 
assisted by good roada, railways, and light- 
ness or nhsence of taxation ; in tho lntter, at 
present, it is hampered by directly oppasito 
conditions.

Edlicts from the Imperial pen. «It will 
facilitate tho rapid exchange of natural pro- 
ducts, thereby lessening'the likelihood of 
famino in ovor-populated districts ; it will 
increase the average income of the common 
people, who will be ablo to distribute them- 
selvea where labour is most in demand ; 
thus it -will raise tho «standard of 
living snd’ broaden the_. intellectual 
vision of the people.

Thore is an im- 
spedssion that railways will never be ablo 
te competo with water carriage in China ; 
andthe oxcellence of her waterways, hor 
rivoiv-and canals, is being brought contin- 
ually to public notice. Wo do not dany 
that undor improved mothoda of naviga- 
tion, the waterways of China'could be used 
to beiter advantage than at present, espe- 
cially in the movement of freight over 
short distances, but we think the excollonce 
of China's waterways is bost appreciated 
bythe officials who take advantage of tho 
slow drift of trade ta ~ levy — Iokin 
on’ an excessive scale. Wero those 
taxes imposed for the bonefit of 
China, there would ha lesa reason 
to grumble, but knowing as wo do thas it is 
tho local officials who gain by theso internal 
charges, we cannot but weleome any change 
in the method of transit that ia likely to 
bring about a resdjustmont of Chinn's fiscal 
arrangements. Mr ‘Taylor points out that 
the import ‘duty raised by tho Imperial 
Maritime Customs represents only about 3 
percent ad wdorem. China herself would 
profit by the foroign control of her national 
revenues, and were this accomplished, with 
tho prospect of an enormous development 
of international trado, Forcign merchants 
. would readily acquiesce in a rovision of the 
Chinese tariff.
